Charles  Hoskins,  former  U.S.  Mint  official  and  Director  of  the 
International  Numismatic  Society  Authentication  Bureau  in  Washington, 

D.C.  will. man  the  authentication  and  grading  table  at  the  NOW  convention 
in  Milwaukee  September  29  through  October  1. 

Hoskins  has  been  involved  with  numismatics  for  forty  years,  first  as  a 
collector  in  his  home  town  of  Athens,  Ohio.  He  became  assistant  to  the 
Director  of  the  Money  Museum  of  National  Bank  of  Detroit  in  1960,  and 
became  Director  in  1966.  He  served  as  consultant  to  the  Director  of  the 
Mint  in  1968-69',  developing  the  exhibits  in  the  new  United  States  Mint 
in  Philadelphia  prior  to  its  opening.  In  1970  he  resigned  from  the  Money 
Museum  Directorship  to  become  Public  Information  Officer  and  Head  of 
the  Numismatic  Sales  Division  of  the  United  States  Mint,  Philadelphia. 

While  in  that  position  he  wrote  his  first  book,  "The  Story  of  the  Dollar," 
which  covered  the  development  of  the  dollar  coin  from  the  earliest 
silver  dollar-sized  coins  of  the  fifteenth  century  to  the  present. 

Hoskins  become  the  first  Director  of  the  A.N.A.  Certification  Service 
when  it  was  created  in  Washington,  D.C.  in  1972,  and  continued  to  head  it 
for  almost  five  years  until  it  was  moved  to  Colorado  Springs.  Since  that 
time  he  has  been  Director  of  the  International  Numismatic  Society  Authenti- 
cation Bureau  in  Washington. .. a position  he  has  now  held  for  thitteen  years 
The  INS  Authentication  Bureau  (INSAB)  is  one  of  the  only  two  non-profit 
authentication  and  grading  services  in  the  world.  It  began  authentication 
coins  in  November,  1976  and  first  offered  its  grading  service  to  the 
public  a month  later.  INSAB  is  the  oldest  of  all  grading  services .. Jit 
operated  forr  almost  two  years  before  ANACS  began  grading. 

During  the  NOW  Convention  Hoskins  will  be  available  to  examine  your 
coins  to  determine  their  authenticity,  .;o  grade  them.  There  will  be 

a charge  of  $2.50-$5.00  for  coin  examinations  to  offset  hiis  travel  expenses 
Hoskins  has  researched  the  coin  designs  of  the  United  States  throughout 
the  twentieth  century  and  has  known  many  of  the  designers  personally.  He 
can  tell  countless  interesting  stories  about  the  people  who  created  our 
coins,  and  as  a former  mint  official  he  can  relate  many  fascinating  facts 
concerning  our  mint  system.  You  should  drop  by  his  table  while  at  the  NOW 
Convention. 
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1989  MNS/NOvV  MEDAL 

Among  the  many  nice  things  happening  at  the  1989  MNS/NOW 
convention,  is  the  striking  of  a silver  medal  as  a rememberance 
of  this  first  fall  MNS/NOW  show. 

The  attractive  medal  has  been  designed  by  veteran  Milwaukee 
stemwinder  Gale  Highsmith  who  is  an  old  hand  at  medal  striking. 

Going  back  to  1959,  Gale  designed  the  25th  anniversary  medal 
of  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society,  also  the  50th  anniversary 
medal  patterned  after  the  $50  gold  slug,  the  Summerfest  medals  in 
their  various  designs,  and  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  numismatic 
medals  ever  conceived  and  struck,  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Soci-  H 
ety*s  400th  meeting  medals,  which  feature  a Muse  riding  Pegasus 
the  winged  horse,  a truly  significant  work  from  both  the  artistic 
standpoint,  and  excellence  in  mechanics  of  striking  design. 

Gale  has  used  medals  in  the  past  as  his  personal  contribu-  S 
tion  to  the  hobby  he  ha's  espoused,  in  the  case  of  the  Milwaukee 
World  Festival,  the  profits  went  to  the  Summerfest,  while  each 
Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society  past  president  received  a 4 ounce 
999  fine  silver  400th  meeting  medal  as  Gales  contribution  to  the  ^ 
Society.  (A  significant  personal  financial  outlay,  since  this  was 
not  a MNS  venture) . 

Gale  is  one  of  two  remaining  Honorary  life  members  of  MNS,  a ^ 
50  year  member  of  the  Society  who  has  served  as  president  for  7 
terms,  A NOW  life  member  (#3),  Gale  served  on  the  board  of  gov- 
ernors for  six  years,  as  well  as  a term  as  vice  president.  Add  to  ' 
this  the  credentials  of  50  year  ANA  membership,  and  national  pro-  ( 
minance  outside  the  hobby  as  an  Indian  artifact  expert  and  space 
scientist,  (Gale  identified  and  tracked  the  Soviet  space  debris  ^ 
that  landed  near  Manitowoc)  , and  you  have  touched  on  the  high- 
lights of  Highsmith,
